Two British Seamen Reach 
Bahamas—Five Com- 
panions Perish

NASSAU. The Bahamas, Nov. 1 
-(CP)—Two British seamen from 

the freighter Anglo-Saxon, re- | 
ported sunk by a Nazi raider 50¢
